Seeking Recall 


If «anofficial figures and 
unofficial forecasts are cor- 
rect, there are enough names 
of Upland voters on petitions 
to require the calling of an 
election on the question of 
recalling Mayor Donald C. 
Carr, 

Paul Geren, chairman of 
the recall group, and James 
Campbell told The U p1 and 
News yesterday that circula- 
tion of petitions would be 
ended today and that names 
would be counted. The peti- 
tions will then be taken to 
the office of Walter V. 
Combs, deputy county clerk 
and head of the elections de- 
partment, for official check- 
ing. 


Monday Deadline 


Monday is the deadline for 
filing of the recall petitions, 
Mr. Geren said. More than 
/600 signatures ‘are required 
on the petitions. 

The chairman ‘of the re- 
call committee explained 
that at first very little effort 
was given. to the circulation 
of the petitions due to vaca- 
tions being taken by inter- 
ested persons. In the last 
two weeks, however, many 
names have been obtained 
and he expressed confidence 
an adequate. number had 
been obtained.

Editorials 


Schools Rate First In 
Providing Local Interest 


The biggest news in the community for many 
years has concerned population increase with the re- | 
sulting need for schools. And new schools we are get- 
ting — this week, early next year and in the months to 
come. | 

| 


One significant fact is that at no time have local 
voters turned down an opportunity to approve bonds 
to provide money for the construction of new schools. 
This indicates a wholesome situation. It also empha- 
sizes the importance of maintaining a close relation- 
ship and a strong bond of confidence between the 
taxpayers and school board members and teachers. 


Local taxpayers have virtually given school ad- 
ministrators in the foothill communities of Upland, Alta | 
Loma, Cucamonga and Etiwanda, a “blank” check in | 
providing 1-2cessary classrooms and in providing sal- 
ary increases to qualified teachers. Additional “blank 
checks” will be needed — and they will be probably 
forthcoming — as long as a policy of strict economy | 
in providing classroom essentials is observed by ad- | 
ministrators and school board members. 








California as a state is noted for having an out- 
standing educational system. The quality of education 
within the state varies and we are led to believe that | 
Upland schools are well above the average in the 
state. At least, many families tell us they move here so 
their children can go to Upland schools. 


As to new schools, Cucamonga’s elaborate, mod- | 
erm building on Archibald Ave. will be dedicated Fri- | 
day. This new structure will be used instead of the | 
historic building that has served the community for | 
years. 


Actual construction is under way on an addition 
to another school building in Cucamonga, also on 
Archibald, at San Bernardino Rd. New classroom 
structuzyes and a swimming pool are being built on 
the Upland high school campus. Monte Vista is getting 
a new high school and before many months, actual 
construction will be underway on Chaffey college’s 
big, new educational plant. 


And so it goes ... with school activities providing 
the biggest and best news in the community. 





How about consolidation of the Alta Loma and 
Cucamonga school districts? iad 


An answer to that question has been the object 
of much study. Each community and each school dis- 
trict may naturally like to keep its own identity and 
local joyalities but it is possible that formation of one 
unified elementary district might have many advant- 
ages.

If the communities were to remain unchanged, 
there would be little reason to consider consolidation. 
These communities, however, are going to change. 
Before the great population influx actually comes, 
it might be timely for leaders in the two communities 
to plan for one school district where there are now 
three districts. Such a consolidation:.might result in 
more logical location of future schools and reduction in 
bus transportation costs.
